During the week ending the 22nd March, P47 in British 
India (exoluding Bengal Presidency) and in the Indian States 
shown in this eta tun nt, the total number of deaths recorded 
in 184 towns having a population oi 80,000 and over was 
8,092 . The mid- year estimated population oi theEe towns 
ttas 20,600, 0< 3 and the death rate was £0 4 per thousand 
of the population. Biribs in ihe tame towns numbeicd 
12,701 giving a b ith rate of 32 1 pel thousand of the [ opula- 
tirn. In British India alone the corresponding birih and 
death rates were 32' 0 and £0'6 per thousand of the popula- 
tion respectively. 

(A) British India . — The following towns in British India 
returned a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the 
population respectively. 

Ambala (75 1) and Benares (57 ■ 5). 

The high death rate in Ambala was mainly due to deaths 
from plague, fevers and respiratory diseases. The high death 
rate in Benar s was mainly due to deaths froms fevers and 
respiratory dis asea. There were a considerable number of 
deaths from plague also.

In 168 towns in British India there were 7 deaths from 
cholera, 74 deaths from smallpox and 111 deaths from plague. 
Of the deaths from cholera Muzaffarpur recorded 3 ; Bhagal- 
pur 2 ; Fyzubad-Ajodhya and Arxah one each. Of the deaths 
hem smallpox Byderabad recorded 11) ; Delhi 12 ; Jliang* 
Maghiana 0 ; Nagpur and Beawar 6 icch ; Ahmedabad 4 ; 
Dahoie, Gujranwala, Maiegaon and Madras 3 each ; Bettiah 2 
Gujrat, Lyallpur, Agra, Btawah, Hardwar-Unicn and Poona 
one each . Of the deaths from plague Ambala recorded 26 
] enaies 21 ; Jaunpur 15 ; Muzaffainagar 14 ; Cawnpcre 11 
Gorakhpur 6 ; Ferozabad 4 ; Vellore and Tiruvennamalai 
each ; Poona 2 ; Allahabad, Jhansi, Fyzabad-Ajodhya, 
F arm khabad-oum-F atehgarh , Sholapur, Triohinopoly and 
Dindjgul one each. 

(B) Indian States. — Amongst the Indian States shown 
in this statement, there was no town which had a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 16 towns of the Indian States there were 21 deaths 
from smallpox of which Jamnagar oity recorded 17 ; Por- 
bandar 2 ; Udaipur and Jodhpur cities one each and one 
doath from plague was recorded in Patiala. Cholera was 
absent during the week.
